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Never  a  Dull  Moment 

NEVER  in  the  history  of  hot  rodding 
has  there  ever  been  a  tectonic  shift 
a  magnitude  of  what’s  currently  at 
our  feet.  The  Coronavirus  is  having  a 
direct  knock-on  effect  of  postponing 
and  cancelling  or  postponing  events 
with  a  mass  gathering  of  500  people 
or  more.  That  means  the  Beach  Hop, 
Hot  Rod  Blowout,  hot  rod  breakfasts 
and  other  gatherings  are  affected. 
Travel  plans,  accommodation 
bookings  and  all  ancillary  downstream 
arrangements  are  all  in  a  state  of  limbo 
or  straight  cancelled.  Where  does  that 
leave  the  hot  rodder  as  a  consumer? 
Are  we  entitled  to  event 
entry  and  accommodation 
booking  refunds?  In  my 
mind,  a  precedent  has 
already  been  set,  and  it’s 
no  different  to  a  sporting 
event  or  musical  concert. 

In  the  case  of  a  sporting 
event:  if  the  promoter 
cancels  before  the  event 
because  of  weather,  then 
a  full  refund  is  due.  If  the 
event  goes  ahead  and  is 
cancelled  or  abandoned  over 
a  quarter  of  the  way  through 
because  of  rain,  or  another 
unforeseen  glitch,  then  the 
refund  is  generally  not  forthcoming. 

If  it’s  cancelled  or  abandoned  before 
a  quarter,  then  yes,  a  refund  or  ticket 
to  the  next  event  or  a  rain  date  should 
be  issued.  That’s  my  understanding 
of  how  it  works  and  the  same  applies 
to  a  concert.  Recently  Elton  John 
fell  ill  over  halfway  through  a  live 
performance  and  from  memory  no 
refund  was  given,  but  the  following 
concerts  had  tickets  refunded.  So 
in  my  opinion;  for  hot  rodders  who 
prepaid  entry  fees  to  events  cancelled 
by  the  Coronavirus  mass  gathering 
edict,  I  think  they  should  be  refunded. 
As  for  accommodation  bookings:  I 
think  the  provider  should  retain  a 
booking  fee  but  the  balance  should 
be  refunded.  That’s  all  well  and 
good,  but  there  is  a  specific  clause 


Y  used  by  insurance  companies  and  in 
contracts  titled  Force  majeure.  Force 
majeure  is  a  term  which  refers  to 
events  that  are  generally  understood 
to  include  acts  of  God,  nature,  war 
or  government.  ...  The  reason  for 
including  a  force  majeure  clause  in  a 
contract  is  to  protect  the  positions  of 
both  parties  where  the  specified  event 
occurs,  and  some  or  all  obligations 
of  either  party  can’t,  as  a  result,  be 
performed:  This  is  where  the  event 
can’t  be  held,  or  the  entrant  can’t 
attend,  or  the  visitor  is  unable  to 
follow  through  on  their  booking. 

My  question  is:  does  the  event  entry 
form  or  terms  and  conditions  contain 
a  force  majeure  clause?  Same  applies 
for  an  accommodation  provider.  If 
it  doesn’t,  then  refunds  should  be 
paid,  as  per  my  reasoning  outlined 


above.  If  terms  and  condition  of  the 
contract  of  supply  does  contain  a 
force  majeure  then  perhaps  there’s  a 
reason  not  to  refund.  That  reason  rests 
of  the  shoulders  of  a  question:  Is  an 
officially  declared  global  pandemic 
a  force  majeure.  A  pandemic  could 
make  it  more  difficult  for  parties 
to  perform  their  obligations  under 
many  types  of  contracts.  If  one  of 
the  parties  to  a  contract  is  unable 
to  perform  as  a  result  of  an  actual 
or  potential  coronavirus  outbreak 
or  another  pandemic,  does  the  legal 
doctrine  of  “force  majeure”  or  “An  Act 
of  God”  allow  the  party  to  suspend 
performance  under  a  contract  or 
terminate  it  altogether?  In  a  situation 
like  the  coronavirus,  the  parties’ 
obligations  will  largely  depend  on

several  factors,  and 
it  gets  detailed  and 
mired  in  legalise,  so 
I  won’t  go  there  in 
this  epistle.  You  can

cancellation  here,  merely  to  point 
out  a  few  things  to  think  about.  From 
my  desk,  I  can  see  NZHRM  is  already 
affected  by  the  Coronavirus  pandemic 
hype.  Many  Kiwis  have  cancelled 
overseas  travel  plans,  traffic  is  down 
in  airports  and  malls,  and  that’s  where 
our  magazines  sell.  That  means  sales 
at  those  locations  are  down  slightly 
already,  and  that’s  most  likely  from 
casual  or  impulse  buyers. 

For  that  reason,  Liz  &  I  have 
created  a  retail  sale  special 
promotion  where  readers 
can  buy  a  copy  of  the  current 
issue  online  from  our  website 
and  pay  just  $10,  freight  free 
to  their  door  in  New  Zealand 
only.  That  means  you  can 
save  a  couple  of  bucks  and 
not  leave  home.

While  I’ve  got  Liz  at  the  top 
of  my  mind,  I’ll  make  mention 
of  a  very  special  day  in  our 
lives  which  was  yesterday 
when  we  celebrated  our  40th  wedding 
anniversary.

Future  of  Hot  Rodding 

HI  PAUL,  I  enjoy  reading  your 
magazine;  however,  I  am  concerned 
that  this  publication,  in  conjunction 
with  the  NZHRA  and  the  LVVTA,  maybe 
unwittingly  killing  the  sport  of  hot 
rodding.  My  roots  are  in  Los  Angeles  in 
the  1950s  where  the  sport  originated. 
Hot  rodding  was  a  sport  enjoyed  by 
people  who  often  didn’t  have  a  lot  of 
money  but  were  able  to  use  their  own 
ingenuity  and  wrecking  yard  parts  to 
create  a  vehicle  that  was  unique  to 
themselves.  I  contrast  this  with  the 
vehicles  that  are  now  mainly  featured 
in  your  publication,  which  usually 
require  a  long  list  of  contributors 
from  a  burgeoning  industry.  This 
is  aided  and  abetted  by  the  LVVTA, 
which  has  created  an  expensive 
minefield  for  amateur  builders. 

My  son  and  his  generation  would  love 
to  build  a  hot  rod,  but  have  neither 
the  money  nor  the  inclination  to  deal 
with  an  expensive  and  time-consuming 
bureaucracy.  Instead,  they  buy  “rice 
rockets”  and  modify  these,  usually 
without  reference  to  the  LVVTA. 

The  focus  now  appears  to  be  more 
on  the  industry  and  less  about  the 
backyard  builders  who  are  the  real 
foundation  of  the  sport.  The  concern 
here  is  that  the  sport,  with  its  current 
culture  of  “chequebook  hot  rodding”, 
may  die  with  the  next  generation.

Thanks  for  your  feedback  Pete,  much 
appreciated  and  very  pertinent 
and  timely.  One  of  the  problems 
with  creating  captions  is  writing 
something  meaningful,  like  the 
owner’s  name,  and  year,  make  and 
model  of  the  vehicle.  In  my  opinion, 
just  naming  the  year  and  make 
of  car  is  a  bit  sterile.  In  NZ  we  are 
experiencing  strong  growth  within 
the  hobby  which  means  there  are 
many  new  cars  and  new  owners  on 
the  scene,  the  majority  of  them  are 
unknown  to  me  or  our  freelance 
correspondents..  When  I  attend  events 
here  in  NZ,  invariably  the  owners 
are  not  near  their  cars  and  there  are 

no  ID  cards  on 
the  windshield. 

In  stark  contrast, 
event  promoters 
in  the  USA  ask 
car  owners  to 
fill  out  a  small 
ID  card  and 
place  it  inside 
the  windscreen. 
When  I  spot 
a  car  to 
photograph  I 
take  a  shot  of 
the  car,  then 
one  of  the  ID 
card  for  later 
use  writing 
a  caption.  What  that  means 
is  that  I  can  attend  an  event  in  the 
USA  with  12,000  hot  rods  entered  and 
write  captions  for  all  them  with  ease. 
If  there’s  no  ID  card  available  or  if  the 
photographer  forgets  to  shoot  the  ID 
card  it  is  possible  to  write  something 
generic,  and  sometimes  I  do.  By 
comparison,  here  in  NZ  some  Kiwi 
event  promoters  have  great  ID  cards 
and  systems  with  records  while  others 
have  none.  At  a  big  event,  in  the  face 
of  a  sea  of  cars  with  no  information, 
it’s  easy  to  get  writer’s  block  and  it 
becomes  quite  a  task  to  create  80

Eater  to  NZ  probably  didn’t  generate 
that  many  more  people  through  the 
gates.  He  did  it  because  it  wowed  him 
when  he  first  saw  it  and  he  thought  it 
would  do  the  same  for  a  whole  lot  of 
people  who  would  never  get  to  the  US 
to  see  it  in  the  flesh.  Same  goes  for  the 
overseas  bands.  But  at  the  same  time, 
Craig  is  to  be  commended  for  giving 
a  large  number  of  high  school  bands 
the  publicity  or  chance  to  perform  in 
front  of  a  larger  audience  than  they 
would  possibly  ever  have  anywhere 
else.  It  would  be  interesting  to  know 
what  their  debut  appearance  at  MCM 
lead  to.  Not  sure  if  the  beauty  pageant 
opened  the  doors  for  some  people 
to  a  modelling  career,  but  it  is  hugely 
popular,  and  the  standard  is  right  up 
there.  The  burnout  competition  has 
probably  kept  many  “idle  hands”  busy 
over  the  years.  While  some  of  us  shake 
our  heads  thinking  why  it  has  a  huge 
following,  but  if  you  were  to  win  this 
event,  you  are  definitely  the  “main  man”. 
Bragging  rights  for  a  lifetime  but  do  you 
think  that  winner  even  considered  that 


it  was  one  person  who  put  this  event 
together  and  created  the  skidpad  with 
the  help  of  friends  and  kind  sponsors? 

There  will  be  a  handful  of  people 
who  have  attended  all  thirty  events 
but  a  hell  of  a  lot  more  who  would  be 
totally  lost  at  the  end  of  every  January 
if  there  wasn’t  this  iconic  event.  You 
often  read  in  local  newspapers  every 
January  when  there  is  nothing  much 
to  report  how  someone  has  returned 
to  the  same  camping  spot  in  the  same 
campground  beside  the  same  people 
for  the  last  40  years.  Those  setting  up 
camp  at  Muscle  Car  Madness  actually 
fall  into  this  same  category,  but  they 
have  a  good  reason  to  do  just  that.  They 
are  either  being  entertained;  they  are 
the  entertainers  or  both.  And  they  have 
one  person  to  thank.  Craig,  on  behalf 
of  all  these  people  and  those  who  may 
have  only  been  once  and  left  with  a 
smile  on  their  face  we  salute  you.  Your 
passion  for  putting  on  a  great  “hot  rod” 
event  for  30  straight  years  puts  you  in 
a  very  elite  group  of  people  worldwide 
responsible  for  our  sports  iconic  events.

DAVID  Horton’s  1940  Ford  pickup  was 
most  likely  one  of  the  many  right-hand 
drive  versions  which  were  ordered  by 
Ford  NZ  from  Ford  Canada  to  assist 
with  business  and  the  war  effort 
materially.  It  was  just  as  production 
of  passenger  vehicles  came  to  a  halt 
and  noticeably,  there  were  no  1940 
Ford  passenger  cars  ordered  by  Ford 
NZ  or  imported  into  NZ  at  that  time. 

We  know  little  of  the  pickup  s  history, 
but  we  do  know  it’s  much  loved  because 
David  has  owned  this  pert  pickup  twice. 
He  first  purchased  it  way  back  in  August 
1983,  and  it’s  known  history  shows  Bob 
Jarvis  had  built  it  in  the  late  ‘70s,  Bob 
owned  Green  Island  Auto  Wreckers  in 
Dunedin,  and  the  business  logo  was  sign 
written  on  both  doors.  Under  the  hood 
was  a  fully  worked  331  Ford  Windsor 
V8  backed  by  a  3-speed  manual  and  a 
trusty  Ford  9-inch  diff.  The  pickup  was 
painted  light  blue,  and  after  a  couple  of 
years  fun,  David  sold  it  in  August  1985.

THE  INTERIOR 
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Davis  recalls.  “After  many  years  of  wondering  what  happened 
to  it,  I  went  looking  for  it  and  found  it  resting  in  Pleasant  Point, 
just  out  of  Timaru  and  under  the  ownership  and  care  of  Wayne 
Flockton.  At  first  I  didn’t  recognise  it  because  it  was  in  pieces,  but 
then  I  saw  the  gold  crushed  velvet  on  the  inside  of  the  cab  and 
made  a  positive  ID.  Wayne  wasn’t  sure  if  he  wanted  to  sell  it,  but 
after  I  told  him  the  history  I  had  with  the  truck,  he  said  where  is 
your  cheque  book.”  Very  soon  after,  it  was  loaded  onto  the  trailer 
and  brought  back  to  Cromwell  where  I  live. 


There  it  was  panelbeated,  painted,  then  reupholstered  and 
finished.  Often  people  have  asked  me  how  much  did  it  all  cost? 
And  I  have  replied  it  doesn’t  matter  because  I  will  never  sell  it.”

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Martin  &  Marion  Bennett  from  Stragglers  in  Cambridge  kicked  off  the 
show  season  for  Uncertain-T  at  GNRS  and  as  this  is  written  have  a  full 
show  schedule  ahead  of  them.  Three  awards  were  deservedly  won  - 
1st  in  Class,  Outstanding  Detail  and  Outstanding  Individual  Display. 


It  was  great  to  see  it  in  the  flesh  at 
GNRS  and  to  say  it  was  appreciated 
would  be  a  huge  understatement, 
the  American  show-goers  LOVE  IT! 
Another  Kiwi  built  car  on  display  was 
the  Daimler  C-Cab  of  Phil  Marks  too  - 
remember  that  car?  It  was  featured  in 
NZHRM’s  Nov  ’73  and  Apr  ’78  issues. 

With  around  1000  vehicles  spanning 
six  buildings  of  the  Pomona  Fairplex 
(yes  the  same  location  of  the  L.A.

The  unique  display  in 
Building  9  this  year  celebrated  Drag 
Racing  vehicles  past  and  present. 
Building  4  is  where  the  main  action 
usually  happens  with  14  contenders 
for  America’s  Most  Beautiful  Roadster. 
This  is  the  busy  hall  as  everyone  wants 
to  check  out  the  latest  from  vendors 
like  Roy  Brizio  Street  Rods  who  had 
seven  of  their  newest  cars  on  display 
including  the  recently  restored  Norm 
Grabowski  “Kookie  T”  for  Ross  Myers. 
There  was  also  a  pinstripers  auction 
and  then  outside  there  were  also  live 
bands  and  the  usual  refreshment  and 
food  vendors.  Despite  this  show  being 
in  the  peak  of  our  summer  here  in  New 
Zealand,  the  GNRS  is  a  must-do  bucket 
list  type  of  event,  and  there  are  usually 
a  few  open  houses  from  rod  shops 
which  are  always  worth  a  visit  too.

Judging  America's 
most  Beautiful 
Roadster 

By  Greg  Stokes  -  2020 AMBR  Judge 

FOLLOWING  on  from  judging  the  AMBR 
last  year,  for  this  year’s  show  I  was  asked 
once  again,  and  I  was  both  honoured 
and  humbled.  The  judging  team  is  made 
up  of  individuals  in  the  industry  be 
it  from  media,  fabrication  or  building 
backgrounds.  This  year  there  were  guys 
like  Bobby  Alloway,  Pete  Eastwood, 
Brian  Brennan  and  Tom  Vogele.  Seven 
of  us  in  total  all  working  from  the  same 
judging  sheet.  The  calibre  of  judges 
brings  a  balance  of  neutral  and  non- 
emotional  judging  and  trust  me  it’s  as 
brutal,  unforgiving  and  as  passionate  as 
you  may  think,  but  it  is  a  fair  process 
and  keep  in  mind  we  are  judging 
America’s  Most  Beautiful  Roadster,  not 
the  most  traditional  or  the  most  driven. 


If  you  want  to  be  a  part  of  the  AMBR 
you  must  enter  months  ahead,  pay 
an  entry  fee  and  then  be  selected  to 
contend  -  there  are  12  spots  to  fill.  If 
you  are  accepted,  you  then  MUST  have 
the  car  at  the  show  on  Wednesday  for 
stage  one  of  the  judging.  The  vehicles 
are  called  one  by  one  to  be  DRIVEN  into 
the  hall  and  up  to  the  judges’  table.  This 
is  an  incredibly  important  aspect  to  the 
judging  process  as  we  can  admire  (or 
not)  the  car  as  it  comes  towards  us  and 
see  how  it  looks  and  sounds  from  all 
angles.  Another  dimension  to  this  is  we 
can  see  how  comfortable  (or  not)  the 
driver  is  in  the  car  and  how  they  control 
it.  Once  parked  by  the  curtain  backdrop 
the  owner  and/or  builder  are  given  a 
10-15-minute  window  to  talk  with  the 
judges,  describe  the  theme  and  build 
process  of  the  car  and  highlight  any 
features  we  may  miss.  This  is  another 
interesting  aspect  to  the  judging  process 
which  showcases  how  well  (or  not) 
the  owner  and/or  builder  understood 


the  end  result  of  what  they  were 
building  with  design  and  fabrication 
execution.  What  is  interesting  here 
is  what  appears  a  favourite  to  many 
watching  the  show  online  via  photos  on 
social  media,  is  usually  A  LOT  different 
to  what  the  judges  see  in  the  flesh. 

From  the  Wednesday  judging,  each 
car  is  then  sent  to  its  allocated  display 
area  and  display  set  up  begins  in  time 
for  the  Friday  noon  show  opening. 

The  judges  then  have  up  until  Saturday 
night  to  further  inspect  the  14  cars  in 
their  displayed  format  before  meeting 
and  going  around  the  table  to  select 
the  2020  America’s  Most  Beautiful 
Roadster.  The  award  isn’t  about 
the  with  the  biggest  bucks  wins  at 
all.  The  award  is  about  the  styling, 
the  theme,  the  fit  and  finish,  the 
design  and  fabrication  and  the  way 
the  whole  package  is  wrapped  up 
as  one.  This  year’s  contenders  were 
very  diverse  from  traditional  styled, 
hi-tech,  shop-built,  and  home-built. 


John  Foxley  came  down  from  Canada  with  this  really 
tastefully  chopped  and  finished  early  Merc  coupe. 


We  sure  loved  the  track  roadster  theme  running 
through  the  Dick  Russell  all-steel  ’25  T  roadster  owned 
by  Tom  Malloy  and  powered  by  a  252  cube  Drake/Offy.

IT  had  taken  three  rainouts  over  two  years 
to  get  the  Aeroflow  Outlaw  Nitro  Funny  Cars 
event  to  happen  at  Meremere  Dragway.

Chelsea 
Leahy  then  wowed  the  crowd  with 
an  impressive  full-track  wheelstand 
in  the  Nitro  Sheriff  finishing  off 
a  super  entertaining  round. 

Round  two  action  started  with  a  wild 
peddle-fest  between  Nitro  Express  and 
King  Kong.  While  not  fast,  the  side-by- 
side  peddling  8-second  pass  had  the 
crowd  on  their  feet.  The  experience  of 
Rick  taking  the  win  in  Nitro  Express. 
Dark  Horse  then  ended  the  Bandits 
chance  at  the  final  with  another  great 
side-by-side  5-second  race  decided 
by  less  than  0.05  of  a  second.

Once  in  the 
inhouse  chassis  jig,  GMS  then  fitted  in  a 
flattened  Model  A  style  front  crossmember 
and  a  Pete  &  Jakes  tubular  centre  section 
to  accept  the  SB  Ford  engine  and  Tremec 
five-speed.  Front  suspension  is  a  fully 
chromed  and  polished  Super  Bell/Pete 
&  Jakes  unit  with  a  Johns  Industries  Ford 
9”  rear  on  triangulated  four  bars.  The 
theme  for  this  car  is  a  sixties/seventies  hiboy  hence  the  Halibrand  and  ET  style 
wheels.

IT’S  October  2019  as  I  write,  and  local 
New  Brighton  icon  Kenny  Ackroyd 
died  yesterday,  after  being  hospitalised 
in  August  from  a  suspected  stroke, 
although  it  has  since  been  suggested 
it  was  a  likely  aorta  problem.  That’s 
social  media  for  you.  Sometimes 
you  don’t  know  what  to  believe. 
Whatever  Kenny  never  came  home. 

Kenny  Ackroyd  wasn’t  a  hot  rodder, 
but  many  rodders  knew  him.  He  was  a 
guitar  legend,  best  known  for  his  frantic 
fretwork  in  top  Christchurch  bar  band 
Smokin’  Jacket.  And  there’s  the  ‘hot  rod 
connection’.  Smokin’  Jacket  played  at 
many  Muscle  Car  Madness  events,  and 
they  were  a  top  drawcard.  On  a  good 
night,  Smokin’  Jacket  sounded  like 
they’d  been  strapped  to  the  nose-cone 
of  a  ballistic  missile  and  blasted  into 
orbit.  But  Kenny  had  been  in  bands 
since  the  ’70s,  Freshwater  spring  to 
mind,  building  a  reputation  and  gaining 
a  big  following  on  the  pub  scene. 

In  the  early  ‘70s,  Kenny  Ackroyd, 
reminiscent  of  a  big  grizzly  bear  in  a 
gypsy  suit,  or  vice  versa,  travelled  to 
Mexico  for  an  extended  period.  He 
saw  Led  Zeppelin  live  in  California 
(“Their  solos  were  about  30  minutes 
long,  maaan!  ”  he  enthused),  and  Kenny 
later  played  with  a  Catalina  Island  house 
band  which  included  former  John  Mayall 
drummer  Ainsley  Dunbar,  who  later 
drummed  with  Frank  Zappa,  Jefferson 
Airplane  and  Journey.  With  a  bit  of 
good  luck  and  fortuitous  timing,  those 
same  openings  might  have  happened 
for  Kenny,  who  had  talent  in  spades. 
Whatever,  by  1974  Kenny  was  back 
in  Christchurch  driving  a  truck  for 
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2008,  Kenny  jamming  at  The  Garage 
with  Robert  Eva  (photo  by  proud  dad).

Dominion  Yarns,  which  is  when  a 
teenage  yours-truly,  in  a  first  postschool 
job  as  a  storeman,  first  met  Kenny. 

He  drove  his  truck  wearing  shades, 
leather  jacket  and  leather  gloves,  with 
rings  on  each  finger  on  the  outside  of 
the  gloves.  Starstruck  teen  that  I  was, 

I  couldn’t  help  but  be  impressed.  He 
told  me  he  was  in  a  band,  but  I  can’t 
recall  their  name,  and  of  his  overseas 
experiences  and  Led  Zepplin  show.  Man! 
He  was  like  a  hero  to  me,  up  there  with 
Don  Garlits  and  Rob  Campbell.  Mainly 
for  his  rock  guitar,  but  as  it  happens,  over 
the  years  he  became  an  accomplished 
classical  player,  blues  and  steel  guitar 
player,  tutor,  and  his  Spanish  Flamenco 
playing  was  simply  jaw-dropping. 

We  found  this  out  in  the  noughties, 
when  Kenny  frequented  The  Garage, 
often  bringing  a  guitar  and  playing  an 
impromptu’  gig,  others  sometimes 
joining  in  for  a  jam.  At  the  time,  Kenny 
liked  a  beer  or  six,  so  I’d  pick  him  up 
at  his  ‘mansion  on  the  hill’  (actually  a 
bach  on  a  sand  dune)  on  a  Thursday  for 
a  Garage  gathering.  “Awwww  maaan,” 
he’d  say,  “I  love  your  car.  It  reminds 
me  of  a  Bonnie  and  Clyde  car!  ”  I  had 
to  chuckle,  as  Kenny  was  correct  but 


probably  didn’t  even  know  it.  Bonnie 
and  Clyde  were  indeed  shot  up  in  a  ’34 
Ford.  Lynne  used  to  love  getting  a  hug 
from  Kenny.  Like  a  big  teddy  bear. 

His  mansion  on  the  hill’  caused 
much  humour  in  the  neighbourhood. 
Even  before  the  earthquakes,  we  used 
to  worry  that  Kenny’s  house  was  at 
risk  of  falling  over.  Yet  it  survived  all 
the  shakes,  Kenny  even  commenting, 
every  time  there’s  an  aftershock,  my 
chimney  shakes  and  fills  my  kitchen 
up  with  soot.  I  feel  like  I’ve  fallen 
down  a  manhole  in  Calcutta!” 

The  pub  scene  changed,  Smokin’ 
Jacket  sort  of  stopped  smokin’,  but  such 
was  their  reputation  as  being  a  top- 
shelf  band,  each  time  they’d  reunite 
for  a  one-off  show,  such  as  Muscle  Car 
Madness,  hundreds  would  gather  to 
see  them.  They  were  always  hot  stuff, 
even  when  they  hadn’t  performed 
for  a  long  period.  Kenny  was  often 
spotted  around  New  Brighton,  maybe 
shopping,  buying  a  6-pack,  doing  a  lo- 
key  gig  at  the  local  surf  club,  or  playing 
the  pokies  at  The  Wave  Bar.  Many 
Muscle  Car  Madness  participants  will 
remember  Kenny  and  Smokin’  Jacket. 

There  are  some  days  that  insist  on 
kicking  you  between  the  legs.  Thursday 
3rd  October  2019  was  one  of  those  days. 
The  world  has  just  lost  a  major  talent. 
And  they  probably  didn’t  even  know  it. 
But  the  New  Brighton  neighbourhood 
certainly  knew  it,  as  did  many  others. 
Make  sure  you  support  local  talent. 

If  Kenny  Ackroyd’s  passing  isn’t  the 
end  of  an  era,  then  it’s 
pretty  close.  Adios 
mate.  Thanks  for 
the  memories.
